She participated in art exhibi¬ 
tions on Aruba as well as 
abroad, however she prefers 
to label herself as an artisan 
instead of an artist. “In jew¬ 
elry,” she explains,” the mes¬ 
sage is optional. An object 
can just be beautiful on its 
own, distinguished by its 
color or the kind of material 
used. Each piece is unique 
and has a story of its own”. 

In 2008 Marian and her 
husband Ciro launched Terra- 
fuse -Aruba Glass & Ceram¬ 
ics, a foundation designed to 
promote the art of glass and 
ceramics on the island of 
Aruba. A couple of years be¬ 
fore that, they opened the 
first glass studio here. Nowa¬ 
days, Marian teaches bead¬ 
making workshops to 
beginners and advanced 
bead-makers twice a week 
and the studio is open for vis¬ 
itors during those hours. 

She also teaches local 
youth, between the ages of 14 
and 25, an initiative sup¬ 
ported by Terrafuse founda¬

letting them find out what 
they can do with their hands. 

“Even after teaching the 
beginners’ workshop 100 
times, I don’t get bored,”

ple proud of themselves and 
their accomplishments at 
making their own unique 
glass creations.”

ORANJESTAD — After a very 
long and intensive process, the 
University of Aruba and the 
Ministry of Public Health, with 
the support of the Fondo di De- 
saroyo, began the “nulmeting” 
phase consisting of four 
phases. Phases I and II were 
presented, and phase III and IV 
were the investigative report 
on drug addiction on Aruba. 

The report reveals that there 
are currently 2225 dmg addicts 
on Aruba! It also indicated that 
there are 150 addicts without a 
place to live. There are also 
figures for the amount of 
women and men addicts. 


The government reported 
that it is the first time in the 
history of Aruba that we have 
centers for women and men for 
the treatment of drug addic¬ 
tion. The research indicates 
which barrios are intolerable, 
and Oranjestad ranks as first. 
The second infested barrio is 
San Nicolas. Noord is third 
and Santa Cruz the fourth bar¬ 
rio. 

Another important informa¬ 
tion coming out of the research 
is that more than 70% of our 
addicts come from families 
with addiction problems. This 
is a vicious circle in families. 


It shows how and in which di¬ 
rection the government must 
adapt its treatment program in 
order to be more effective. 

The government reported 
that all addicts in rehabilitation 
are required to follow courses. 
At KIA (local prison) there are 
48 cells reserved for addicts 
under custody. They are also 
planning to expand what is 
being done at the Seroe Col¬ 
orado center. There is also the 
digital registration system 
which registers every addict 
and what treatment they are 
getting. 

Prevention must be the core 


of our work and is the source 
for stopping the growth of ad¬ 
diction, according to the Mi¬ 
nister of Public Health. The 
newly presented book, “Paga 
Tino” is on its way to all 
schools, and in January that 
program will be implemented. 
Based on the research just 
completed, all instances will 
get together and reevaluate all 
systems in place. They will be 
able to actualize the infrastruc¬ 
ture and the professionals to 
deal with the problem of addic¬ 
tion on Aruba in the most ef¬ 
fective manner possible.

Key US ports back to work 
after strike ends 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Two 
key US ports reopened yester¬ 
day after negotiators brokered 
a deal to end an eight-day 
strike which crippled a key 
trade gateway with Asia. 

Thousands of dock workers 
were back at their jobs after the 
agreement struck late Tuesday, 
between employers at the ports 
of Los Angeles and Long 
Beach and striking clerical 
workers. 

LA mayor Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa announced the deal, 
offering a six-year contract to 
800 members of the Interna¬ 
tional Longshore and Ware¬ 
house Union (ILWU), and 
workers were expected to ra¬ 
tify it during the day. 

During the strike some 20 
ships bound for LA or Long 
Beach docked at other ports, 
officials said. 

By yesterday midday all 
eight cargo terminals at the LA 
port and six at Long Beach, 
just to the south, were again 
operational. Some 10,000 
ILWU members honored the 
picket call, shutting down 10 
of the 14 terminals at the com¬ 
plex. 

The National Retail Fede¬ 
ration, which had urged Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama to 
intervene, hailed the agree¬ 
ment. NRF boss Matthew 
Shay said he hoped the retail 


industry would "be able to 
quickly recover from the shut¬ 
down." 

The striking workers said 
they had been without con¬ 
tracts since June 2010, and ar¬ 
gued over whether or not the 
employers could outsource the 
jobs of union workers who re¬ 
tired or left for other employ¬ 
ment. 

The action at the key US 
transport gateway, which han¬ 
dles 40 percent of US maritime 
cargo, mainly from Asia, and 
constitutes the world's seventh- 
biggest commercial harbor, 
cost billions of dollars to the 
local and wider US economy. 

Union officials said they 
had succeeded in winning new 
protections to prevent jobs 
from being outsourced. 

"This was a community ef¬ 
fort that will benefit working 
families for many years to 
come," said John Fageaux, 
president of the International 
Longshore and Warehouse 
Union (ILWU) Local 63-OCU. 

Stephen Berry, chief nego¬ 
tiator for the Harbor Employ¬ 
ers Association, said: "Both 
sides had principles that are 
very important to them. 

"The employers have strug¬ 
gled since the global economic 
crisis in 2008. Cargo volumes 
have dropped and they've not 
returned to those levels." 


SAN JOSE (AFP) - One per¬ 
son was killed and three ar¬ 
rested when a semi-sub¬ 
mersible craft loaded with co¬ 
caine sank off the coast of 
Panama while being chased by 
the Costa Rican Coast Guard, 
officials said Wednesday. 

Costa Rica anti-drug com¬ 
missioner Mauricio Boraschi 
said that 66 packages of co¬ 
caine, each weighing about 
one kilo, came to the surface 
after the craft went down in 
deep water near the Panama- 
Costa Rica border. 

Experts believe that some 
4,000 kilos (8,818 pounds) of 


US aware of 
Pres. Assad 
asylum 
offers 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said yesterday 
it was aware of informal of¬ 
fers of asylum to Syrian Pres¬ 
ident Bashar al-Assad by 
countries in the Middle East 
and elsewhere. 

State Department spokes¬ 
man Mark Toner gave no de¬ 
tails, referring reporters to 
others governments after 
being asked about speculation 
that the Syrian president was 
weighing asylum offers from 
Latin America. 

"We do understand that 
some countries, both in the 
region and elsewhere, have 
offered to host Assad and his 
family should he choose to 
leave Syria," Toner said. 

The asylum speculation 
stems from a recent trip to 
Cuba by Syria's deputy for¬ 
eign minister, Fayssal Mek- 
dad, who delivered a message 
from Assad to Cuban Presi¬ 
dent Raul Castro, according 
to the official Cuban Prensa 
Latina news agency. 

The Syrian official also 
was reported to have traveled 
to Venezuela, Nicaragua and 
Ecuador, whose leftist gov¬ 
ernments have close relations 
with Havana. 

Tunisia's president offered 
Assad asylum as recently as 
March, and US officials told 
lawmakers a year ago that 
Arab leaders were privately 
telling Washington that had 
offered Assad asylum if he 
would step down. 

But the latest rumors come 
amid intensifying fighting in 
the suburbs of Damascus, and 
US warnings to Syria not to 
use chemical weapons against 
its own people.

CAIRO (AFP) - Sunni Islam's 
highest authority yesterday 
called for restraint and dia¬ 
logue as violent clashes raged 
in Cairo between rival camps 
in Egypt's latest political crisis. 

Al-Azhar Grand Imam 
Ahmed al-Tayyeb urged "all 
Egyptians of all persuasions to 
exercise restraint and to re¬ 
course to peaceful and ci¬ 
vilised dialogue," the state-run 
MENA news agency reported. 

"The situation is deplorable. 
It's a disaster," he added spea¬ 
king on state television, calling 
on "opposition and govern¬ 
ment supporters to put an end 
to the crisis." 

"I call on the children of my 
country to save Egypt," he 
said.

Opponents want the draft 
charter and the presidential de¬ 
cree withdrawn, and have 
protested in their tens of thou¬ 
sands against Morsi and his Is¬ 
lamist supporters. 

Egypt's health ministry said 
late on Wednesday that at least 
211 people had been injured in 
clashes between Morsi's secu¬ 
lar-leaning opponents and Is¬ 
lamist supporters, as riot police 
attempted to break up the vio¬ 
lence.

Ships collide off 
Dutch coast, one 
sinking: Dutch media 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
sea rescue services launched a 
major operation Wednesday to 
save 24 sailors after their ship 
sank following a collision with 
another in a busy North Sea 
shipping lane, a coast guard 
spokesman said. 

’’Three helicopters are on 
the scene as well as two rescue 
ships and a number of other 
craft to pick up 24 crew mem¬ 
bers of the Baltic Ace,” Peter 
Verburg of the Dutch coast 
guard told AFP. 

He said the crew launched 
life rafts after the 23,000-tonne 
Bahaman-registered Baltic 
Ace, a car carrier, and the 
Cypriot-registered Corvus J, a 
container ship, collided around 
7:15 pm (1815 GMT) about 
100 kilometres (60 miles) 
from Rotterdam and 65 kilo¬ 
metres off the southern Dutch 
coast. 

It was unknown if there 
were any injuries. 


The Baltic Ace was under 
way from Zeebrugge in Bel¬ 
gium to Kotka in Finland and 
the Corvus J from Grange¬ 
mouth in Scotland to Antwerp 
in Belgium, according to ship¬ 
ping tracker website Marine- 
Traffic.com. 

”At this stage we don't 
know what caused the acci¬ 
dent,” Verburg said, adding: 
"Our first priority right now is 
the safety of the 24 crew mem¬ 
bers.” 

The shipping lane where 
the accident happened is one 
of the busiest in the North Sea 
and an important passing point 
for ships sailing into the Rot¬ 
terdam port, Europe's largest 
and the fifth-largest in the 
world, Dutch media reported. 

Rotterdam port spokesman 
Sjaak Poppe told AFP the col¬ 
lision would not affect ship¬ 
ping in and out of the port. 


BBC commentator 
charged for indecently 
assaulting children 


FONDON (AFP) - British 
prosecutors said Wednesday 
they were bringing charges 
against veteran BBC commen¬ 
tator Stuart Hall, saying he in¬ 
decently assaulted children in 
the 1970s and 1980s. 

The 82-year-old, a former 
presenter of game show "It's a 
Knockout” known for his ec¬ 
centric and erudite football 
match summaries on BBC 
Radio 5 Five, was arrested at 
his home at Wilmslow near 
Manchester in northwest Eng¬ 
land earlier in the day. 

"The charges are that be¬ 
tween 1 September 1974 and 


31 December 1974 he inde¬ 
cently assaulted a woman who 
was then aged 16 or 17 years,” 
said John Dilworth, the head of 
the Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice's north west complex 
casework unit. 

"That between 1 January 
1983 and 31 December 1983 
he indecently assaulted a girl 
then aged eight or nine years, 
and that between 1 July 1984 
and 27 September 1984 he in¬ 
decently assaulted a girl then 
aged 13 years.” 

Hall has been bailed to ap¬ 
pear at Preston Magistrates 
Court on January 7. 


Hospital reveals pregnant Kate's 
condition in prank call 


FONDON (AFP) - The British 
hospital treating Prince 
William's pregnant wife 
Catherine admitted Wednes¬ 
day it released her private 
medical details after falling for 
a hoax call from an Australian 
radio station. 

Presenters from Sydney's 
2Day FM station, posing as 
Queen Elizabeth II and 
William's father Prince 
Charles, got through to a nurse 
at private King Edward VII's 
Hospital in Fondon, where 
Kate is being treated for acute 
morning sickness. 

The hospital confirmed that 
a nurse discussed Kate's con¬ 
dition and said it "deeply re¬ 
grets” the incident, while the 


Australian radio station also 
apologised. 

The hoax is deeply embar¬ 
rassing for the hospital, which 
has also treated the queen, her 
husband Prince Philip and 
Charles' wife Camilla over the 
years. The queen is its patron. 

2Day FM presenter Mel 
Greig, impersonating the 86- 
year-old monarch, dialled the 
hospital and asked the opera¬ 
tor: "Could I please speak to 
Kate, please, my grand-daugh¬ 
ter.” 

The operator replied: "Oh 
yes, just hold on, Ma'am.” 

Greig was put through to a 
ward where a nurse told her 
that Kate was "sleeping at the 
moment and she has had an 


uneventful night”. 

The nurse added: "She's 
been given some fluids to re¬ 
hydrate her because she was 
quite dehydrated when she 
came in. But she's stable at the 
moment.” 

Greig replied, "Oh well, I'll 
just feed my little corgis, 
then,” while two of her col¬ 
leagues made barking noises 
in an impression of the queen's 
corgi dogs. 

"So, when is a good time to 
come and visit her?” Greig 
went on. "Because I'm the 
queen so I need a lift down 
there.” 

The nurse suggested any 
time after 9:00 am, after Kate 
had "freshened up”.

Stigma for Central America's 
HIV-positive kids

SAN SALVADOR (AFP) - 
Four-year-old Carlos, who 
makes a lengthy trip every two 
weeks with his teenage aunt to 
a special clinic in El Salvador's 
capital, has no notion of the 
cruel stigma that comes with 
his HIV diagnosis. 

Governments and aid groups 
across the region organized a 
official parades and cultural 
events to raise awareness and 
celebrate World AIDS Day. 

But in Central America, HIV 
and AIDS patients carry a bur¬ 
den that is heavier than the 
medical consequences of the 
virus that still has no cure. 

Carlos's aunt, just 16 years 
old herself, washes and irons 
clothes to support the pair ever 
since her sister died of AIDS a 
year ago. Neither her parents 
nor Carlos's other grandparents 
give them any financial help. 

"I would like to go to school 
or have a formal job," the 
teenager said, "but there is no¬ 
body else to take care of him 
and I can't think about aban¬ 
doning him." 

Tears streaming down her 
face, she explained that the 
preschool in their village re¬ 
fused to enroll Carlos because 
of his HIV status. Carlos is a 
pseudonym as the family pre¬ 


ferred he remain anonymous. 

More than 3,000 children 
are infected with HIV in Cen¬ 
tral America, according to of¬ 
ficial statistics. Most of them, 
some 2,180, are in Honduras, 
but El Salvador is second, with 
580 HIV-positive kids. 

Carlos, a cheerful and active 
boy, is luckier than many. His 
twice-monthly visits to the 
Center of Excellence for Chil¬ 
dren with Immunodeficiency 
in San Salvador net him life¬ 
saving antiretroviral drugs as 
well as other important med¬ 
ical care. 

It is the only clinic of its 
kind in the country, and Carlos 
and his aunt have to travel 135 
kilometers (84 miles) to get 
there. 

With its staff of three doc¬ 
tors and three nurses, it dis¬ 
penses state-sponsored 

medical care and drugs to chil¬ 
dren up to age 18, at no cost. 
The kids also get psychologi¬ 
cal counseling, paid for by a 
private foundation. 

The center serves some chil¬ 
dren from Guatemala and 
Nicaragua as well. 

As Carlos waited for his 
treatment on a recent visit, he 
got a checkup from a dentist. 

Cartoons of children 


covered the walls, an at¬ 
tempt to warm up the austere 
environment of the clinic full 
of HIV-positive kids. 

In another cubicle, a 52- 
year-old woman held an eight- 
month-old baby with big black 
eyes who was entertaining her¬ 
self with some rubber animals 
as she waited. Older kids wait¬ 
ing nearby were playing on the 
center's computers. 

Like many HIV-positive 
kids, this baby was here with 
her grandmother. 

"I bring the girl to the hospi¬ 
tal, my daughter cannot. She al¬ 
ready developed AIDS, and is 
only 18 years old," the woman 
told AFP shakily. "My life has 
changed with pain since I 
learned that the two are ill." 

She works at various jobs to 
support everyone. 

"Many children come with 
their grandparents because 
their parents have died and no 
other family member will take 
care of them. It's a travesty," 
said Sandra Ayala, a social 
worker at the center. 

"Many have suffered con¬ 
tempt or abuse from their own 
families." 

Carlos's young aunt said she 
sometimes doubts she is up to 
the challenge of raising her 
nephew on her own. 

But her reward, she said, 
comes when Carlos gazes at 
her with his big, innocent eyes 
and calls her "mama." 

"I love him like my son. I'm 
going to do everything possi¬ 
ble to see that he grows and has 
opportunities," she vowed. 

"It hurts to see the discrimi¬ 
nation against him. Neither he, 
or any child, deserves that." 


TOKYO (AFP) - A Japanese 
court on Wednesday ordered 
the government to pay $13 
million to 170 former con¬ 
struction workers and their be¬ 
reaved families over exposure 
to asbestos. 

The Tokyo District Court 
however rejected the plaintiffs' 
claim that private construction 
materials firms should also be 
held responsible for the health 
problems of their workers. 

The lawsuit was brought by 
representatives of 337 people 
who became ill or died as a re¬ 
sult of their exposure to a ma¬ 
terial used widely as insulation 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Around 
200 women's groups urged the 
European Union to make pay¬ 
ing for sex a crime on the 
grounds that prostitution vio¬ 
lated women's rights. 

"Prostitution is a form of vi¬ 
olence, an obstacle to equality, 
a violation of human dignity, 
and of human rights," the Eu¬ 
ropean Women's Lobby 
(EWL), the largest umbrella 
group of women's rights 
groups in the 27-nation bloc, 
said at a conference in the Eu¬ 
ropean parliament. 

The EWL called on the bloc 
to seek inspiration from Swe¬ 
den, which outlawed paying 
for sex more than a decade ago 
though prostitution remains 
legal. 

The group said that the num¬ 
ber of people exploited in street 
prostitution had halved since 


until the mid-1980s. 

The plaintiffs accused the 
government and 42 companies 
of failing to take adequate 
safety measures despite know¬ 
ing about the dangers associ¬ 
ated with the material, which 
can cause cancer. 

"At least by 1981, the gov¬ 
ernment needed to order busi¬ 
nesses to require their workers 
to wear dust-protective masks 
and set punitive measures for 
those in violation," presiding 
judge Masamitsu Shiseki told 
the court, according to public 
broadcaster NHK. 


1999, while it tripled in Den¬ 
mark and Norway for the same 
period. 

EU states should ban "re¬ 
pressive measures" against 
people who prostitute them¬ 
selves but clamp down on "all 
forms of procuring" and agree 
"the prohibition of the purchase 
of a sexual act." 

Between 80 and 95 percent 
of people in prostitution "have 
suffered some form of vio¬ 
lence" before entering the sys¬ 
tem of prostitution (rape, 
incest, pedophilia). 

The group also said that 
women constituted 85 percent 
of the victims of trafficking for 
sexual exploitation and cited 
UN data saying that trafficking 
in human beings was the sec¬ 
ond biggest source of illicit 
profits for criminals after 
drugs.

Google, Microsoft launch

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Google and Microsoft each 
unveiled new charitable initia¬ 
tives Tuesday, in separate ef¬ 
forts which channel millions 
of dollars to innovators tack¬ 
ling social ills. 

Google launched its Global 
Impact Awards program with a 
first round of funding allocat¬ 
ing a total of $23 million to 
seven organizations "changing 
the world." 

"Technology has dramati¬ 
cally improved our lives, from 
the speed at which we get 
things done to how we connect 
with others," Google director 
of giving Jacquelline Fuller 
said in a blog post announcing 
the awards. 

"Yet innovations in medi¬ 
cine, business and communi¬ 
cations have far outpaced 
tech-enabled advances in the 
nonprofit sector." 

Meanwhile, Microsoft held 
a Social Innovation Summit at 
which it announced the win¬ 
ners of $3 million in "Imagine 
Cup" grants to students with 
promising projects for the 
global good. 

"The Imagine Cup Grants 
will help students evolve a 
great idea for addressing a so¬ 
cietal issue into a real-world 
business," said Dan'l Lewin, 
corporate vice president of 
Strategic and Emerging Busi¬ 
ness Development at Mi¬ 


crosoft. 

"These students have devel¬ 
oped incredible approaches 
that show great potential for 
positive local impact." 

A $100,000 grand prize 
Imagine Cup grant went to a 
team from Germany that de¬ 
vised a way to reduce traffic 
congestion and carbon emis¬ 
sions by letting each driver 
know the best route to their 
destination. 

Other grant winners in¬ 
cluded Australian students 
with a way to better detect 
pneumonia and a team from 
the Ukraine that developed a 
handheld gadget that translates 
sign language into verbal com¬ 
munication. 

Imagine Cup awards in¬ 
clude software and "cloud" 
computing services for win¬ 
ners. 

Google Global Impact 
awards included $5 million for 
Charity Water to install water 
flow sensors at thousands of 
points across Africa and $3 
million to use "DNA barcod¬ 
ing" of endangered species to 
fight illegal wildlife trade. 

The World Wildlife Fund 
was awarded $5 million for 
technology to battle poaching. 
Millions of dollars were also 
awarded to groups involved 
with improving math and sci¬ 
ence education in the United 
States.

New map highlights hotspots for mega-quakes 



PARIS (AFP) - Seismologists 
unveiled a map highlighting 
zones most prone to unleash¬ 
ing the world’s biggest earth¬ 
quakes, including the 9.0 
monster that struck northeast¬ 
ern Japan in March 2011. 

These mega-quakes spring 
mostly from regions where 
fractures on the sea floor inter¬ 
sect with subduction zones, or 
zones where one slab of 
Earth’s crust is diving slowly 
under another, they said. 

The evidence is statistical, 
coming from data from 1,500 
earthquakes. 

Over the past century, half 
of the 50 largest earthquakes 


with a magnitude of 8.4 or 
more have occurred at these 
dangerous intersections, the 
scientists said. 

The rate rises to 87 percent 
for the 15 biggest quakes 
above 8.6 magnitude, includ¬ 
ing behemoths that have 
shaken Chile and Alaska. 

Subduction zones are well 
known for engendering very 
powerful quakes. 

Some regions are notori¬ 
ous, such as the Sunda Trench 
off Indonesia, which spawned 
the 9.1 -magnitude Indian 
Ocean quake and tsunami of 
December 2004. 

Others, though, are not 


picked up as potential threats, 
as they only generate powerful 
earthquakes every few cen¬ 
turies or even millennia. 

Such long periods are called 
"supercycles" and because 
they last happened so long 
ago, they are not documented 
in human history. 

The worrisome intersec¬ 
tions are points where frac¬ 
tures, caused by the movement 
of ridges on the ocean floor, 
cross with a subduction zone 
at a boundary on Earth’s tec¬ 
tonic plates. 

Why these meeting points 
become hotspots is unclear. 

One theory is that the com¬ 
plex fractures act as a brake, 
preventing the slow subduc¬ 
tion movement. As a result, the 
stress accumulates over very 
long periods until it is released 
catastrophically. 

The new map is published 
in the journal Solid Earth by 
the European Geosciences 
Union (EGU).

Boehner: Obama must step 
up to resolve fiscal cliff 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publicans warned President 
Barack Obama on Wednesday 
that he must take the lead on 
negotiations over the so-called 
fiscal cliff and present a solu¬ 
tion that could pass both the 
House and Senate. 

Speaker of the House John 
Boehner told his Republican 
caucus in a closed-door meet¬ 
ing that Obama "has a respon¬ 
sibility to put forward a plan 
that can pass both chambers of 
Congress," an official who at¬ 
tended the meeting said. 

The White House and oppo¬ 
sition Republicans are strug¬ 
gling to thrash out a deal that 
avoids a set of crippling tax 
hikes and across-the-board 
spending cuts that kick in early 
next year if the two sides fail to 
agree on how to reduce Amer¬ 
ica's skyrocketing debt. 

Obama presented an initial 
offer last week, while Republi¬ 
cans led by Boehner presented 
their counter-offer. Both have 
been rejected outright — at least 
publicly — by the other side. 

Boehner pointed to the Re¬ 
publicans' proposal to raise 
$800 billion in new revenues 
by closing tax loopholes and 
ending some deductions as a 
sign they are "ready and eager" 
to negotiate in good faith. 

That's part of the broader 
$2.2 trillion Republican pack¬ 
age, including $1.2 trillion 
sliced from federal spending, 
with half of that coming di¬ 
rectly from Medicare, the fed¬ 
eral health program for the 
elderly. 

Boehner insisted that the 
plan Obama has put forward, 
which includes $1.6 trillion in 
new taxes and just $600 billion 
in spending cuts, "couldn't pass 
either house of the Congress."

NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
banking giant Citigroup's new 
chief executive on Wednesday 
announced a cut of four per¬ 
cent of its global workforce, 
less than two months after a 
shock board move forced out 
CEO Vikram Pandit. 

Michael Corbat, who took 
the lead of the mega-bank on 
October 16, said it would slice 
more than 11,000 jobs, mostly 
in its global consumer banking 
division, and take a $ 1 billion 
charge in the 2012 fourth quar¬ 
ter and another $ 100 million in 
the first half of next year. 

Investors welcomed the 
news: the shares gained 6.5 
percent to $36.50 in early af¬ 
ternoon trade. 

Around 6,200 of the job 
losses will be in the consumer 
banking division as Citi pushes 
a strategy of focusing on the 
150 cities around the world 
"that have the highest growth 
potential in consumer banking." 

The actions came seven 
weeks after Citi veteran Corbat 


was named to run the bank fol¬ 
lowing the shock sacking of 
Pandit and Pandit's top aide in 
an unexpected board move. 

There has been no official 
explanation for the ouster, 
which came after Pandit led 
the bank for five years through 
the global financial crisis. 

But it followed a long run of 
shareholder disappointments 
and a sluggish recovery com¬ 
pared with other banks. 

Geographically, 4,600 of the 
job losses will be in North 
America, 3,800 in the Europe- 
Middle East-Africa division, 
2,100 in Latin America and 
750 in Asia, according to a Citi 
spokesman. 

"Citi has come a long way 
over the past several years. We 
have been consistently prof¬ 
itable; our capital strength is 
among the highest in the in¬ 
dustry; and we have shed hun¬ 
dreds of billions in assets and 
businesses that are not core to 
our strategy," CEO Corbat 
said. 


makers on Forbes' ranking of the 
mightiest earthlings. 

But the magazine's 2012 list 
of the planet's most powerful 
people also features folks who 
might raise an eyebrow or two: 
a Mexican drug baron, and the 
pudgy-faced young leader of 
North Korea, a hermit state as¬ 
sailed for pursuing a nuclear 
program at the expense of feed¬ 
ing its very poor people. 

Last year's No. 2 on the list, 
Chinese President Hu Jintao, is 
among the heavyweights off the 
list altogether this time. In Hu's 
case it is because he's on his way 
out of office. 

The ranking features 71 
names, a figure Forbes said it set 
as a cutoff because there are an 
estimated 7.1 billion people in 
the world and thus the ranking 
works out to one very heavy hit¬ 
ter for every 100 million people. 

For the second year in a row, 
US President Barack Obama led 
the ranking, with Forbes noting 
that he won the popular vote, an 
electoral college majority, and 
seven of the seven toss-up states 
in the November election. 

Obama faces challenges ga¬ 
lore, such as a budget crisis, nag- 
gingly high unemployment, and 
renewed strife in the Middle East. 

"But Obama remains the 
commander in chief of the 
world's greatest military and 
head of the sole economic and 
cultural superpower — literally 


the leader of the free world," 
Forbes said. 

The silver medal of power 
went to Merkel, the German 
chancellor, whom Forbes de¬ 
scribed as the backbone of the 
27-member European Union 
and the person who carries the 
fate of the euro on her shoulders. 

Third place went to Russian 
President Vladimir Putin. He 
was re-elected to a third term 
"after a few years swapping 
posts with Prime Minister Dmitri 
Medvedev," and "officially re¬ 
gains the power that no one be¬ 
lieves he truly gave up." 

Forbes said it assembled the 
list using four criteria: power 
over lots of people, financial re¬ 
sources controlled, whether the 
person has power in various 
spheres of life, and whether that 
person actively uses their power.

Sophie Marceau says YouTube 
endangers film creativity 


Jazz great Dave Brubeck 
dies: manager 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Jazz pi¬ 
anist Dave Brubeck, whose ex¬ 
periments in rhythm and style 
helped win millions of new jazz 
fans around the world, died 
Wednesday of heart failure, his 
manager said. He was 91. 

Brubeck, who was a day 
away from his 92nd birthday, 
died in a hospital in Norwalk, 
Connecticut while on his way 
to see his cardiologist, man¬ 
ager Russell Gloyd told AFP. 

Brubeck won a slew of 
awards over the course of a ca¬ 
reer that spanned more than six 
decades. He was still playing 
as recently as last year. 

Brubeck played at the White 
House for presidents and visit¬ 
ing dignitaries, and was desig¬ 
nated a "Fiving Fegend” by 
the Fibrary of Congress. 

Brubeck’s 1959 album 
’Time Out” became the first 
million-selling jazz record of 



the modern era, as songs 
"Take Five” and "Blue Rondo 
a la Turk” defied the indiffer¬ 
ence of critics to become clas¬ 
sics in the genre. 

That success cemented his 
reputation as one of the great 
popularizers in the history of 
jazz, after years of nudging the 
music into mainstream culture 
by relentlessly performing on 
university campuses. 


Tlirkey fines TV over 
Simpsons show for 
'mocking God' 


ANKARA (AFP) - Turkey’s 
media watchdog has fined a 
private television channel for 
broadcasting episodes of the 
American cartoon series "The 
Simpsons” that poked fun at 
God, a local newspaper re¬ 
ported. 

The Supreme Board of 
Radio and Televison (RTUK) 
fined CNBC-E around 53,000 
lira (22,700 euros) over the 
show, saying it "mocked God” 
by depicting him serving Satan 
a cup of coffee and showing 
one character encouraging an¬ 
other to commit murder in the 
name of God, the Hurriyet 
newspaper said. 

RTUK also accused "The 
Simpsons” of showing scenes 
in which copies of the bible are 


burnt and encouraging young 
people to consume alcohol. 

The decision by RTUK, 
which has imposed a string of 
fines over other television se¬ 
ries aired in Turkey that were 
deemed to be insulting to God 
or historical leaders or offend¬ 
ing family values, was 
ridiculed by Hurriyet colum¬ 
nist Mehmet Yilmaz. 

"I wonder what the makers 
of 'The Simpsons' would say 
when they hear their jokes are 
taken literally in a country 
called ’Turkey',” Yilmaz 
wrote. "Perhaps Homer will 
get a Muslim neighbour.” 

"The Simpsons” is the longest- 
running American sitcom, 
with more than 500 episodes 
aired since 1989. 


SINGAPORE (AFP)-French 
actress Sophie Marceau said 
Wednesday the growing ap¬ 
petite for content created by 
new media such as YouTube 
and cable television posed a 
threat to creative and original 
filmmaking. 

Speaking at a French film 
festival news conference in 
Singapore, the "Braveheart” 
and James Bond actress said 
the need to feed popular new 
media platforms may cause 
filmmakers to make uninspired 
and uniform movies. 

"The only thing that I'm a lit¬ 
tle bit afraid of is the unifor¬ 
mity, the standardisation of 
movies because it's so accessi¬ 
ble now,” Marceau, 46, said. 

"I think cinema should also 



sometimes bring new ideas, 
open people's eyes on certain 
subjects or realities. A movie is 
not just a movie, you know,” 
she added. 

"Making movies... OK so 
what? To fill the cable TVs and 
YouTube? No. I think behind 
that it should be meaningful, it

say something.” 

Marceau was in Singapore 
to promote her latest film, the 
romantic French comedy 
"Happiness Never Comes 
Alone.”

MOSCOW (AFP) - The 
world’s top figure skaters are 
set to battle for the ISU Grand 
Prix series finals titles at the 
venue which will host the fig¬ 
ure-skating events at the 2014 
Winter Olympics. 

The finals will get under¬ 
way on Friday at the newly- 
built 12,000 capacity Iceberg 
Skating Palace in the games’ 
host city Sochi, on the Black 
Sea coast. 

The competition, the first 
international event to be held 
at the arena, starts with the 
short programmes on Friday 
with the free skating finals 
scheduled for Saturday. 

Reigning world champion 
Patrick Chan of Canada, who 
is hoping to earn his third con¬ 
secutive world title in London, 
Ontario, next March, looks to 
be a strong favourite in the 
men's section of the event. 

However, the 21-year-old 
Toronto resident will have to 
battle hard against four Japan¬ 
ese rivals - world's bronze 
medallist Yuzuru Hanyu, this 
season's NHK Trophy winner, 
the 2011 world championships' 
runner-up Takahiko Kozuka, 
who won Skate America, Tat- 
suki Machida, Cup of China 
winner and Daisuke Taka- 
hashi. 

Russian fans will miss 
Yevgeny Plushenko who is sit¬ 
ting out the Grand Prix series, 
but many still hope will bring 
Russia Olympic glory in 
Sochi. 

Spain's Javier Fernandez, 
who finished first at Skate 
Canada this season, also 
grabbed a place among this 


season's six-leg Grand Prix se¬ 
ries' top six skaters. 

In the women's section of 
the event, former two-time 
world champion and Olympic 
silver medallist Mao Asada, 
who won the Cup of China 
and the NHK Trophy this year, 
is ready to storm her way back 
to the to after two unimpres¬ 
sive seasons. 

Compatriot Akiko Suzuki, 
the world bronze medallist, 
will also battle for the title 
against the US reigning cham¬ 
pion Ashley Wagner, who won 
the Skate America and Tro- 
phee Bompard titles and is set 
to put the United States back 
on top of the podium. 

European championship sil¬ 
ver medallist Kiira Korpi, who 
won the Russian Cup earlier 
this year and 15-year-old 
Russian prodigy Elizaveta 
Tuktamysheva, winner of the 
youth Olympic Games in Inns¬ 
bruck, Austria, are also hoping 
to perform well in Sochi. 

The pairs title will be up for 
grabs as four-time world 
champions Aliona Savchenko 
and Robin Szolkowy of Ger¬ 
many failed to earn a place in 
the finals after they withdrew 
from participation in the Tro- 
phee Bompard because 
Savchenko had a sinus infec¬ 
tion. 

Russian pair Tatiana 
Volosozhar and Maxim 
Trankov look strong favourites 
in the pairs section at their 
home ice after winning titles at 
Skate America and the Russ¬ 
ian Cup this season. 

Compatriots Yuko Kavaguti 
and Alexander Smirnov, who 
won the Trophee Bompard 


and finished runners-up at the 
Cup of China, also have realis¬ 
tic chances of mounting the 
podium. 

However, Chinese Olympic 
silver medallists Pang Quing 
and Tong Jian, who won the 
Cup of China and took second 
spot at Skate America, have 
also set their sights on top 
place at the Sochi finals. 


Football: Eritrean football team seeks 
asylum in Uganda 


KAMPALA (AFP) - The 
"missing" Eritrean national 
football team has applied for 
asylum in Uganda rather then 
return home, officials said. 

"The 18 members have told 
us their country is not safe for 
them once they return and they 
want political asylum," 
Uganda's junior minister for 
refugees Musa Ecweru told 
AFP. 

"They are in the hands of 
the Ugandan government and 


United Nations and we have 
given them protection," he 
added. 

Ugandan police were 
alerted on Monday when the 
team members disappeared 
after losing to Rwanda 2-0 in 
a regional tournament, accord¬ 
ing to the Council for East and 
Central Africa Football Asso¬ 
ciations (CECAFA). 

"We have instructed police 
to call off the search for them 
because these people are not a 


threat to Uganda, they say they 
want protection," Ecweru said. 

If the players pass an eligi¬ 
bility test, they will be given 
refugee status, he added. 

In 2007, six national play¬ 
ers sought asylum in Angola 
after a game there, while in 
2009, 12 Eritrean national 
football players sought asylum 
after a game in Kenya. 

Last year, 13 members of 
Eritrea's Red Sea football club 
sought asylum in Tanzania.

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Olympics: 2004 Games 
quartet stripped of 
medals: IOC 


Football: Champions League 
holders Chelsea out despite rout 


LAUSANNE (AFP) - Four 
medallists from the 2004 
Olympic Games were offi¬ 
cially stripped of their medals 
on Wednesday by the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee. 

The IOC took the decision 
after new analysis of their 
dope tests taken at the Athens 
Games revealed traces of 
steroids. 

Ukraine's Yuri Belonog was 
stripped of his shot put gold 
medal, Belarus' Ivan Tikhon of 
his silver in the hammer, and 
Irina Yatchenko of Belarus and 
Russian Svetlana Krivelyova 
lost their bronze medals in the 
women's discus and shot put 
respectively. 

It is the second Olympic 
medal Tikhon has been 
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stripped of, having had his 
bronze from the 2008 Games 
taken away also for a doping 
offence. 

There is a fifth medallist 
from the 2004 Games who is 
at risk of being disqualified, 
but whose name will be re¬ 
vealed later by the IOC be¬ 
cause of a delay in the 
procedure of the athlete's test. 

Since the Athens Games all 
dope tests taken at the 
Olympics have been stored in 
a large deep freeze in the base¬ 
ment of the anti-doping labo¬ 
ratory in Fausanne for a 
duration of eight years. 

The IOC had asked the lab¬ 
oratory to reanalyse 105 tests 
taken at the Games in Athens, 
which holds the unwanted 
record for the most failed dope 
tests in the Olympic history. 


MADRID (AFP) - Several of 
Spain's golden generation of 
footballers will bring down the 
curtain on their international 
careers after the 2014 World 
Cup, veteran goalkeeper Iker 
Casillas said on Wedensday. 

Casillas, 31, winner of the 
World Cup and two European 
Championships, added it 
would be time for the younger 
generation to take up the 
baton. 

"A lot of us will retire from 
the national side after the 
World Cup," said Casillas. 
"The younger generation will 
replace us. It is why winning 
the World Cup again would be 
a wonderful way to bow out." 

Casillas, though, said he had 
every intention of playing on 
with Real Madrid until his 
present contract finishes in 
2017. 


LONDON (AFP) - Chelsea 
became the first Champions 
League holders to go out in 
the group phase despite a re¬ 
sounding 6-1 win at home to 
FC Nordsjaelland in their 
final Group E game on 
Wednesday. 

Chelsea finished their 
group campaign with 10 
points — level with Shakhtar, 
but below the Ukrainian 
champions by virtue of an in¬ 
ferior head-to-head record. 

The result gave interim 
coach Rafael Benitez his first 
win in four games at the 
Stamford Bridge helm, but 
Chelsea's only hope of secur¬ 
ing silverware in Europe for 
a second successive season 
now lies in the Europa 
League. 

The celebrations, though, 
were subdued — 200 days on

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NBA: Smith shines as Rockets rally to beat 
Lakers, Lowly Wizards stun Heat 



A triple-double (26 points, 13 rebounds, 11 assists) 
by LeBron James wasn’t enough to finish off 
Trevor Ariza and the Wizards. 


HOUSTON (AFP) - Greg 
Smith scored 17 of his career- 
high 21 points in the second 
half Tuesday to help ignite a 
Houston rally that shot the 
Rockets to a 107-105 NBA 
victory over the Los Angeles 
Lakers. 

Smith made 7-of-8 shots 
from the field and grabbed 
nine rebounds as the Rockets 
notched their fifth victory in 
six games. 

Toney Douglas scored 22 
points off the bench to help the 
Rockets overcome a poor 
shooting night from James 
Harden — not to mention 39 
points from Lakers superstar 
Kobe Bryant. 

Harden finished with 15 
points and 10 rebounds, but 
made just 3-of-19 from the 
field. 

Dwight Howard scored 16 
points with 12 rebounds for 
the Lakers, who led by 13 in 
the fourth quarter but lost for 
the third time in their last four 
games. 

As in a 113-103 loss to Or¬ 
lando on Sunday, Howard had 
his troubles at the free throw 


line, but Lakers coach Mike 
D'Antoni said he didn't con¬ 
sider taking Howard out in the 
fourth quarter as the Rockets 
were closing in — and repeat¬ 
edly fouling Howard to send 
him to the line. 

Despite the breakdowns — 
the Lakers had 19 turnovers 
and surrendered 21 offensive 
rebounds — D'Antoni insisted 
the Lakers weren't far from 
where they need to be to win. 

- The Washington Wizards 
posted just their second win of 
the NBA season Tuesday, 
overcoming a triple-double by 
Miami's LeBron James to stun 
the reigning champion Heat 
105-101. 

Jordan Crawford scored 22 
points and Kevin Seraphin 
scored 16 points with 10 re¬ 
bounds as the Wizards notched 
their third straight victory over 
the Heat — a streak dating back 
to late last season. 

A.J. Price added 14 points 
and Martell Webster scored 13 
off the bench for the Wizards, 
who went into the contest with 
a league-worst 1-13 record. 

They started the season 


with 12 straight defeats before 
posting a two-point win over 
Portland last week. 

James led all scorers with 
26 points and also contributed 
13 rebounds and 11 assists. 
However, he missed two three- 
point attempts late in the 
fourth quarter. 

The Heat never led after the 
first quarter and saw their six- 
game winning streak end. 

Dwyane Wade finished 
with 24 points in defeat for 
Miami, with Chris Bosh put¬ 
ting up 20 points and 12 re¬ 
bounds. 

The Heat, trailing by as 
many as 12 points in the third 
period, began to whittle the 
deficit, and Bosh's layup with 
6:48 left to play knotted the 
score at 88-88. 

The Wizards, however, 
held on. Webster's three- 
pointer made it 93-89 with six 
minutes remaining. 

After James's three-point 
attempt failed, Crawford made 
one of two from the free throw 
line to give Washington a 102- 
99 lead with 10.3 seconds left. 

Crawford made two more 


free throws to give Washing¬ 
ton a three-point lead, 104- 
101. James was off-target 
again with a three-pointer in 
the waning seconds that would 
have forced overtime. 

Wizards coach Randy 
Wittman was delighted that his 
players were able to come 
through against a high-profile 
opponent, that had the backing 
of many in the crowd. 

The win took a bit of the 
sting out of Wittman's pre¬ 


game revelation that he doesn't 
know when the Wizards' top 
player, 2010 number one over¬ 
all draft pick John Wall, will 
return. 

Wall has yet to take part in 
a practice this season because 
of a stress injury to his left 
knee cap. 

Crawford, however, cau¬ 
tioned that the Wizards still 
have work to do to turn around 
their season.
